ARLBO61 FCC invites comments on additional Morse code-related 
petitions 


The FCC has invited public comment on a second group of seven 
Morse-related petitions for rulemaking, which went on public notice 
October 8. Comments are due by November 7. Members of the amateur 
community may make their opinions known on any or all of these 
filings using the FCC's Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), 
located on the web at, http://www.fcc.gov/cgb/ecfs/. 


Charles L. Young Jr, AG4YO, asks the FCC to delete the 5 WPM Morse 
code test (Element 1) for Technician-plus-Element 1 privileges 
(formerly ''Tech Plus''). Designated RM-10805, his petition would 
retain Element 1 as an examination requirement for General and 
Amateur Extra applicants and give Technicians limited HF SSB 
privileges. 


Describing CW as ''the purest, most accurate, efficient, reliable and 
economical form of radio communications ever devised,'' Frank 
Napurano, K20KA, requests that the FCC retain the 5 WPM Morse 
requirement ''in the interest of public safety, the preservation of a 
radio art and as a tribute of support for a prized and respected 
avocation.'' The FCC designated his filing as RM-10806. 


A petition by Robert G. Rightsell, AE4FA and Harry A.M. Kholer, 
NOPU, designated RM-10807, would continue Morse testing but give 
applicants up to 24 points of exam credit according to their success 
on Element 1. The final exam score would be the sum of earned 
Element 1 points and the written test score for a possible total of 
100 points. Their petition also calls on the FCC to consolidate the 
Novice and Technician and the Advanced and Amateur Extra licenses, 
boost the number and range of written test questions and give new 
Technicians CW and data privileges. 


Joseph Speroni, AHOA, seeks to have the FCC delete Element 1 for 
applicants who want to operate phone on HF but retain Element 1 at 5 
WPM for applicants who want to operate CW. Designated RM-10808, his 
petition would restructure the Amateur Radio testing regime to 
require specific knowledge of ''RTTY, data, image, spread spectrum, 
pulse/test, RACES/ARES and space communications only for those 
wishing to operate these modes.'' Under Speroni's plan, applicants 
would be under no obligation to pass mode-specific examination 
elements for mode privileges they don't wish to operate. 


The Puerto Rico Amateur Radio League (PRARL) asks the FCC to delete 


Element 1 for Technician and General classes but to increase the 
rigor of the written elements for those two license classes. The 
PRARL would keep the 5 WPM Morse exam for Extra applicants. The 

PRARL also would eliminate same-session retesting and require 30 
days between retakes. It's petition is designated RM-10809. 


James Roux, W4YA, proposes in his petition, designated RM-10810, 
that the FCC cut the number of license classes to two--General and 
Amateur Extra--and the number of written examination elements to 
one--at the General level. Roux's petition would eliminate the 5 WPM 
Morse code exam for General but require Extra applicants to pass a 
15 WPM test. Roux also would give Generals all currently available 
amateur privileges except the Extra-class CW subbands. 


A petition filed on behalf of FISTS CW Club would delete the 
requirement to pass Element 1 to obtain Technician plus Element 1 
(ie, ''Tech Plus'') HF privileges. Designated RM-10811, it would merge 
Tech and Tech Plus into a single class, emphasize technical content, 
including digital modes, on written examinations and extend digital 
mode privileges within Novice/Tech Plus subbands. It would not 
provide additional HF phone privileges for Technicians, however. The 
FISTS petition would retain a 5 WPM Morse exam for General 
applicants and raise the Morse exam to 12 WPM for Amateur Extra 
applicants while increasing the technical level on written 
examinations for both classes. 


Interested parties may file comments on any or all of these 
petitions using the FCC's Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), 
which also permits users to view all comments on file. 


To file a comment, click on ''Submit a Filing'' under ''ECFS Main 
Links.'' In the ''Proceeding'' field, type the full RM number, 
including the hyphen, and complete the required fields. ''RM'' must be 
in capital letters, and you must include the hyphen between ''RM'' and 
the five-digit number. You may type your remarks into a form or 

attach a file. ECFS also accepts comments in active proceedings via 
e-mail, per instructions on the ECFS page. 


To view filed comments, click on ''Search for Filed Comments'' under 
''ECFS Main Links'' and type in the complete RM number, including the 
hyphen, in the ''Proceeding'' field. ''RM'' must be in capital letters.

I'll share my experience: 


With a 44 ft. doublet antenna I can get the LED to go out with my SW+30 
running 2.7 W. I can do the same with an MFJ 9030 running about 4 W. 


By the way, if I take the SW+ beyond 2.7 W the sidetone becomes distorted 
and I can't tune with the BLT.

Howdy Lloyd 

I've settled on 5/16 "Trucker Twine" from Home Depot. Bought 
500' for about $80 as I recall, and it's lasted over seven years 
so far. It's black with an orange tracer, and stranded poly, 
rather than the cheapo rip-off of twisted poly sheets. 


I use the inexpensive 4" nylon clothes line pulleys from the 
Depot too, and they've also been reliable. 

HINT 1.) drill out the 1/4" rivet axel, and replace it with a 
1/4-20 galv. shoulder bolt. That will enable you to add/subtract 
a support or open a pulley without having to cut and patch the 
wire when a support lets you down. The Trucker Twine goes thru 
those pulleys without fouling at all. 

HINT 2.) Launch with the fishing reel behind you. I now use one 
clamped to a tent peg that sticks in the ground at least 6' 
behind me aimed at the tree top, and fouling has decreased 
markedly. 

HINT 3.) Use at least 15 lb. line and 2 or 3 oz. sinkers for 
reliable returns to ground thru sticky trees, AND to minimize 
overshoot. Learning the proper balance point on a teardrop 
sinker will take some serious patience. 


Did an article on putting up a Big Momma Loop (1600') at my 
prev. (CT) QTH for an early NJQRP Homebrewer, and these hints 
appear there -among others. Good luck, and let's hear how you do 
with it!

My QTH is not as high in elevation as your's, but I expect the earth conditions 
aren't too much different. Tucson is arrid desert with an annual rainfall of about 
12 inches. The substrate below a foot or two of top soil is caliche. Which I 
believe is calcium carbide, a natural cement. As far as I can tell this stuff runs 
to the center of the earth. It is nearly impossible to bore a hole in it without 
heavy equipment or dynamite. 


I've laid out as many random-length radials as the dense cacti covering my lot 
will permit. Despite the ground condition handicap, I've been pleased with my 
vertical's performance. About a decade ago I worked DXCC on 40 CW, and also a 


multi-band DXCC that was made up mostly of 20 meter CW contacts. Some experts will 
tell you never to use a vertical on any band above 40 meters, to opt for a dipole 
over a vertical anyday. It is not unusual for me to work Europe on 80 and 160 with 
my 45' vertical. Note, however, that in the cases I've cited my power level has 
been 80 or 90W, not QRP. When I have operated as a FOX, I have been using my 5/16 
wavelength verticals on 40 and 20 meters. QRP of course! 


That being said, I recently purchased a small, 2-element beam; the HX-5bi Hexbeam. 
This will be my first HF beam and it will be interesting to run some comparisons 
against the verticals once it is up in the air.

Further exciting adventures of a program written under an abandoned 
operating system for a discontinued synthesizer. I've made a few 
corrections & updates: 


Corrected an error made earlier in the software switch that selects between 
oscillator frequencies for the NJQRP (100 MHz) and Trevor Jacobs (120 MHz) 
versions. I had previously made the latter 125 MHz. Oops. 


Added keystroke commands to make the program cycle through the HF ham bands. 


I did a lot of head banging trying to get the thing to work well under Win 
2000. I was trying to use the Port Talk driver (link to it is on Trevor's 
page), which is supposed to allow giving DOS programs full access to 
hardware ports, such as the printer port in this case. It looks like a 
great idea, but I just wasn't smart enough to make it work. 


Turns out the program (mine) does work under W2000 --sort of-- without the 
patch. But the --sort of-- part is maddening. For some strange reason, it 
(Windows) holds the last data frame sent for about 22 seconds before 


transmitting it. I added a crude patch by making the space bar force 
sending the last frame a second time. 


But I finally had the low level brainstorm of why not just boot up to DOS. 
A pain to be sure, but if I really want to run this thing on my W2000 PC 

so I used the SYS command on my DOS 5 box to put DOS on a floppy and 
added the control program to it. Booted up, works just fine. So that's one 
giant step backward for mankind, and one great leap forward for my 
synthesizer program.

I've also had the problem of the PA of a rig oscillating at a frequency 
different than the one I'm tuning too. I was using an antenna tuner 
that 

would control the frequency of that parasitic oscillation. It drove me 
up the wall trying to figure it out since my antenna analyzer indicated 


the 
antenna system was tuned up. I eventually connected an oscilloscope 
and saw the parasitic oscillation. 


It would be nice to have more LEDS indicating what's happening. 
1 LED to indicate forward power. Another LED to indicate reflected 
power.

This is because the driver stage in the SW+ series can become unstable when 
the drive is turned all the way up. This often causes the zener across the 
PA to short out if an antenna is connected and the SWR goes way high. The 
extent of the problem varries with exactly how much gain the perticular 
driver transistor has. 


I have found that increasing the value of the driver emitter resistor (R27) 
slightly from 22 ohms to 36 ohms and the base bias resistor (R25) from 2.2 
K to 3.6 K ohms solves this problem. You can now turn the drive all the way 
up with out the risk of the driver becoming unstable. 


You can make up for some of the loss of output power the above mod causes 
by compressing the turns on the L3 low pass filter coil, which gives a 
little better match and increases the output power.

I need help! Am at a new location in the mountains east of Albuquerque, 
NM. Now comes the challenge of putting together an antenna farm. I 
believe a vertical or vertical dipole might be the best/fastest way to get 
going. Cannot get the funds together right now for a quad or yagi.

Hi Doc, I'm in Las Cruces NM and you need to know the wind is as 
bad down here as it is up north, but it's warmer. So put up everything 
well the first time. 


Now the antenna. I would not start with a vertical. I would 
start with an 88 foot dipole as high as possible. Feed with the best 450 
ohm ribbon and attach it to things so it doesn't blow clear to china. 
Next I would put up another one 90 degrees to the first one. This is 
what w5yr has in Texas and it is really nice for FOX hunts. 


You need a vertical and look around Albq and find a Butternut 
80/40 that is full size on 40 meters. I have mine on the house with 4 
tuned radials. 


In a year or two put up a 60 foot crank down tower and find a 
good full size triband beam. I love my old High Gain TH6DXX. 


We are at 6630' ASL, on the top of a gently rolling hill with a good 
360-degree look from our house. The ground is normally dry with lots of 
large and smallrocks. This is high desert country. Part of my question is 
whether to go with a vertical or a horizontal wire antenna, such as the 88' 
doublet fed with ladder line, or maybe the IAC double bazookas I had such 
terrific results with in North Dakota for the past four years. 


Therefore, please make some recommendations. I have successfully used a 
GAP Titan DX in two previous QTH, with very good results. Perhaps I should 
just buy another one for here. OTOH, I have been sorta eyeing the StepIR 
antennas. Can someone help me decide? Or are there even better ideas from 
someone?

>start with an 88 foot dipole as high as possible. Feed with the best 450 
>ohm ribbon and attach it to things so it doesn't blow clear to china. 
>Next I would put up another one 90 degrees to the first one. This is

>> We are at 6630' ASL, on the top of a gently rolling hill with a good 

>> 360-degree look from our house. The ground is normally dry with lots of

For once, I agree with Karl. If the ground is like you say, I would 
steer clear of the verticals. Go with the 88' Zepp, or, if you have 
room, go for a full size 40M EDZ. 

Maybe you have room for a Horizontal Loop? Something 300' circumference 
or more? That would be ideal, but I am very fond of the 40M EDZ (About 
186' flattop, fed with open wire/450 ohm ribbon). 


StepR vertical looks to me like a neat gadget, but you STILL need a LOT 
of radials over dry desert. You would use enough wire to make a VERY big 
loop! 

AND, wire antennas are a lot cheaper!
